The fact that this tactical feat has 
been accomplished at least once was 
disclosed officially over the week-end. 
Air Secretary Symington made a 
brief and otherwise unexplained ref- ; 
erence in a New York address to 
"the d a y ’the new jet bomber ran 
away from some jet fighters.” 
USSR Has Jet Fighters 
In the three years since the war, 
the Jet fighter has risen to challenge 
the offensivs power of the heavily- 
gunned 
but 
comparatively 
slow 
bomber. The importance of this 
situation is underscored by the pos­ 
sibility that the United States some 
day might have to send bombing 
forces against Russia, already pro- | 
tected by expanding squadrons of 
Jet fighters 
While the air force has published 
figures on the “designed”—that is. 
hoped for—speed of its experimental 
Jet bombers, it never had indicated 
the actual relation of those speedsj 
to fighters until Symington's terse' 
comment. 
Among the jet bombers with which 
the air force has been experiment­ 
ing most extensively is the XB-47 
Boeing light bomber. The Lockheed 
F-80 Is the Jet fighter In most gen- I 
eral use by the USAP. Thus, the in­ 
dications are that Symington was 
talking about the XB-47 and "at­ 
tacking” F-80 Jets. 
Speeds Over MO Mph. 
The XB-47 has six J-35 Jet en­ 
gines, developing a total thrust of 
24,000 pounds. In addition to the Jet 
engines, the bomber has 18 “Jato” 
rocket units which produce an ad­ 
ditional 18,000 pounds of forw ard1 
push when fired simultaneously. 
It was learned, however, that in ' 
‘running away” from the Jet fight­ 
ers, the XB-47 did not take ad­ 
vantage of this auxiliary rocket 
power, named for Its other use—a 
more powerful "jet assisted tak e! 
off” 
The official description of the XB- j 
47 says it Is designed "for speeds 
exceeding 500 miles an hour.” But 
Jet fighters, such as the F-80s, can 
fly at least 580 miles an hour. There­ 
fore the speed of the escaping XB- 
47 was above this.

RANDOM NOTES ON BLACK 
WALNUTS 
There are at least IO .sound rea­ 
sons why every farmer should con- j 
; sider the black walnut at this time 
of the year when planting plans must 
be launched. They are; 
1. Black walnut trees are easy to 
start from planted nuts, with im- 
i proved nut producing varieties grown 
by budding or grafting or by pur­ 
chasing improved stock from nur­ 
series. 
2. It grows at a fair rate and is not 
as adversely affected by prolonged 
droughts as are many other hard­ 
wood trees. 
3. It attains large size and long 
life. 


lugs will produce taller and straight­ 
er trunks for timber but will greatly 
slow down the rate of growth. On the 
other hand, more open spacing will 
stimulate faster growth and slightly 
decrease trunk height. For both nut 
and timber production spacing must 
be open, as only well crowned trees 
bear heavy crops of nuts. 
Nuts may be planted as soon as 
they are ripe in the fall, in early 
winter during mild periods, or in 
early spring. If kept over winter for 
spring planting, the nuts should be 
burled between layers of sand in a 
well drained location to prevent loss 
of germinating power. 
Grafted or budded seedlings prop­ 
agated solely for nut production will 


callant results. 
The bulbs should be planted just 
as soon as possible. Space them 
about two inches apart, with the 
tips at or just below the soil surface. 
Use a fairly light but rich soil and 
make sure of excellent drainage. 
Until the nights bring danger of 
frost, they are best kept in the 
cold frame. Water very sparingly, 
keeping the soil barely moist until 
the bulbs begin to sprout, which will 
take from four to five weeks. Unlike 
most other bulbs they are kept In the 
light during this time, 
Even after they have sprouted, 
watering must be on the scant side. 
Just because the soil surface ap­ 
pears dry to the touch is no indica­ 
tion that the lower soil levels also 
are dry. 
Both the foliage and flower stems 
are too thin to stand erect. Support 
them with twine held in place by 
j thin stakes thrust around the edges 
of the containers.

logical enough. Tins isn’t by any 
m?ans the first time that the possi­ 
bility of Russian annexations has 
been in th e news, as thin column 
has peroted.

Because their absolute 
possession would give Rutaia a m ili­ 
tary and political stranglehold on 
its entire satellite bloc, and it would 
vastly stren g th en Russia’s military 
position in the event of war with 
the western powers. 
If von will take a look at your 
m aps of Europe you will see what I 
m ean. Czechoslovakia and Rom ania 
are adjoining states, and the Soviet 
frontiers touch both of them. How- , 
ever. Russia is separated from Bul­ 
garia, H ungary and Yugoslavia by 
the Czechoslovakian-R om anian cor­ 
ridor. Possession of th a t corridor 
would put Russia into direct con­ 
tact with all her slave-statea and, 
even more im portant, with Austria 
and G erm any, 
Prepare For Contingencies 
The significance of that is clear to 
half an rye. Moscow could flood; 
that corridor with military forces. I 
thereby not only putting herself in 
position to handle any revolt among 
the satellites but acquiring a power­ 
ful base in the event of war with 
the west, 
In this connection it shouldn't be 
overlooked that Czechoslovakia long
